The spirit of Christmas found Emma

Last night the 15 year old high school 
girl, for whom a country-wide search nad

And it was a happy mother who listened 
to it. For Mrs. Anna Bollongino, after, 
spending hundreds of dollars in adver- 
tising in police journals, offering rewards, 
and employing private detectives, had 


had either died or passed inte the “ great 
oblivion *’ of many unhappy girls. 


_ Bhe Craved the Open. 

But Emma's story was not the sordid 
kind of the country girl who comes tothe 
city to seek fame and fortune and fails. 
It was the rollicking, wholesome one of 
a city bred girl who longed for open 
spaces and room to run, and went in 
search of them, 

It was on Oct. 18, 1914, that Mrs. Bol- 
ongino and her daughter, Marie, now a 
student at the University of Chicago, re- 
turned home from a shopping tour to find 
Emma gone. She had promised to meet 
them downtown, but did not keep the ap- 
pointment. A window leading to ae fire 
escape was open. A piece of ribbon torn 
from Emma's hat lay on the floor. A 
vase lay broken near by. There was every 
indication of a struggle. 
‘But Mrs. Bollongino, who owns the four 
story brick building in which they live, 
and is said to be worth $60,000, was sure 
her daughter had been kidnaped and was 
being held for ransom.

The Vienna congress 100 years ago left Germany 
a loose confederation and Italy a geographical ex- 
pression. Half the wars Europe has seen since have 
been consequential to the determination of Germany 
to become an empire and Italy to become a state. 
A full sense of nationality is grandiloquent and 
provocative. Austria-Hungary, as at present ‘con- 
stituted, is more likely to have revolutions, but is 
less likely to make war than Germany. Aggression 
needs homogeneity behind it. It cannot start from 
dissension. It needs a local agreement before it 
starts to make an outside disturbance. 

One almost might assert that the greater the 
number of states the greater the chances of war. 
The greater the number the greater the chance of 
an ambitious if not unscrupulous prince arising; 
the greater the egotistic urge of nationalism the 
greater the power of grandiloquence. 

A small nation, if possessed of things desired by 
its greater neighbors, is a menace to security. It 
teases cupidity ahd provokes aggression. Holland 
and Belgium have been temptations to Germany, 
the Scandinavian peninsula to Russia, the Balkans 
to Austria and Italy. 

It may be better to allow national conscious- 
ness to have its flower and take the consequences, 
but it would seem that if Europe were ‘seeking 
an assured peace it would banish sentiment and 
destroy the small nations, trusting again to a bai- 
ance of power maintained to govern the great and 
the custodial nations, but not allowing their rela- 
tions to be made uncertain by tempting geographical 
bits lying about defenseless. : 
If Europe is to be committed to a scheme of na- 
tionality it ‘will hitch itself to a fine ideal, but 
the question is, will it, as a perfectly practical and 
unutopian matter, advance the cause of its security 
or will it not rathér increase the provocation to 
war even as it increases the number of states? 
Is not the security to be found in consolidation 
and combination rather than in diversity and dis- 
organization? The Scotch and English fought until 
they got under one government. The German states 
fought until the loose confederation was made a 
tight empire. The Italian states gained peace after 
they had been organized in a kingdom. 

The northern and southern states .of America 
fought one war really to avoid many. In many 
forms of organizations there are many causes of 
contention. To preserve the national unities in 
Europe may be a beautiful ideal. It also may be 
a prolific cause of war, :

The estates to which young Rowland Winn 1s 
next heir, and from the eventual possession of 
which he cannot' be excluded owing to their being 
entailed, are extensive, and the St. Oswald peer- 
age is a rich one, deriving most of its wealth 
from the great Winn collieries. 

Lord St. Oswald, like his father, is distin< 
guished for his remarkable knowledge of me- 
chanics and for his taste for engineering.

The Winns are descended from Sir Rowland 
Winn, a London merchant who flourished in the 
reign of Charles I., and from his son, who was 
created a baronet on the restoration.

Oswald is a daughter of Lady Forbes of Newes, 
the latter a sister of Georgiana, Countess of Dud- 
ley, and has inherited through her mother much 
of the beauty for which the women of the Mon- 
creiffe family are celebrated.

It was not the present Lord St. Oswald, but his 
Yather, who was the perpetrator. of a celebrated 
theft at Eton. While he was a schoolboy there 
the famous block at which the students of that 
ancient scholastic institution have knelt to re- 
ceive their birchings through countless genera- 
tions mysteriously disappeared. 

Although for a long time no trace could be dis- 
covered of its whereabouts or a clew to the per- 
son who had been abdje to carry it off from the 
head master’s library and from under the nose 
of that august dignitary, it subsequently trans- 
pired that the culprit was no other than the boy 
who subsequently became Lord St. Oswald. 

Nostell priory, the principal country seat and 
ancestral home of the Winns, is situated in York- 
shire not far from Doncaster. It was founded 
and endowed as a monastery by Henry IL and ex- 
isted as such for 400 years, until the reformation,

TYPHUS—A few years age we were 
surprised to learn that Brill’s “sease—a 
mild fever—thought for a long time to be 
a form of typhoid fever, wae typhus fever. 
Typhus fever was associatedin the public 
'mind with ignorance, poverty, and hun- 
ger. It wae known as ship fever because 


bof the legends of ships whose crews had 


been destroyed by typhus; as prison fever 
because in the dark ages the miserable 
prisoners were destroyed by thie peati- 
lence. 

It was a surprise to learn that our com- 
fortable, sanitary, easy living people 
were subject to typhus fever and thet the 
disease was to be found in our best cities 
and in the warde of our cleanest hospi- 
tals. It is true that the disease was in 
a very mild form and scarcely contagious, 
but still it was typhus. Probably there 
is some of that mild form of typhus all 
over Europe and the armies gathered to- 
gether from Europe include many euffer- 
ing from this form of the disease. But 
that is not the chief source of danger 
from typhus im the European armies. The 
people who live in the countries -which 
fringe central Europe have plenty of the. 
old style typhus, It is always a menace 
in the Balkan countries. Possibly some 
of the ease with which Serbia has been 
overrun is due to the fact that Serbia had 
just been overrun with typhus.

The statement that no one of the gggat 
armies has been paralyzed by an epidemic 
disease does not apply to the Serbian 
army. And yet the English, French, Rus- 
sian, German, and Austrian armies in 
close touch with the Serbian armies have 
not hadtyphus. We read in the daily pa- 
pers that not only ts the Mexican army 
suffering from typhus but thet the civil- 
ian population is being decimated by it. 
The statements are probably corrett. 
Old style typhus is widespread in Mexico. 
When Juarez was captured by Madero 
from Diaz in 1910 and the American Red 
Cross got into the city they found both 
armies infested with a deadly form of 
typhus. Some of the disease in its dead- 
liest form got across the line and into the 
city of El Paso. It isto be expected where 
any army is gathered together from a 
civilian population among whom prison 
fever prevails that that army will suffer 
from the disease and will impart it to the 
armies with which it comes in contact un- 
less proper sanitary control prevaile. 

In a recent paper appearing in the 
Southern Medical Journal, Dr. John W. 
Fries recounts some of the effects of 
uncontrolled disease in the district which 
is just now the field of strife in Europe. 
He says: 

“The Greek developed the most glori- 
ous civilization of antiquity because he 
was the most ardent student of science, 
but he was unable to cope with typhus 
fever and bubonic plague and his de- 
scendants have been in bondage to ma- 
laria for nearly twenty-four centuries. 
The medicine of Hippocrates, the ‘wis- 


-| dom of Socrates, the philosophy of Plato, 


the plays of Aristophanes, the laws of 
Pericles, and the science of Aristotle 
could not save the Greek from the de- 
grading effects of disease, and under its 
withering influence the civilization of this 
great people slowly but surely decayed. 
Its matchless marbles were thrown into 
the waste, its magnificent temples were 
allowed to crumble, its altars were de- 
serted, its literature was insipid, its phi- 
losophy lost its virility, ite science was for- 
gotten, and the children of this blighted 
civilization were sold in the slave mar- 
kets of Rome and in later generatiors 
paid tribute to the Slav and the Turk.” 
It is not necessary to recall history to 
learn of what harm can be done a people 
by typhus. During this year the disease 
has been at its worst in Serbia and Mex- 
ico. 
By the use of a serum discovered in

Probably malaria began in Africa, ac-| 


cording to Fries. It was common along 
the coast of Asia Minor as early as 500 
B. C., but it was not violently destructive 
in Greece until 430 B.C. Fries says: 
“Many Greek states may be said to 
have been nonmalarious when founded, 
nonmalarious while growing and prosper- 
ous, but malarious when they reached 
their full growth. That malaria precipi- 
tated the decline can hardly be doubted; 


that it was the determining factor in most | 


cases is scarcely less certain. It is certain 
that malaria has been known in Greece 
for 2,000 years, and that until recently 
they simply had to grin and bear it as best 
they could because they had no quinine.” 

As recently as 1905 the Greek Anti- 
Malaria league reported that of a popula- 
tion of 448,068, 216,909 fell sick that year 
with malaria. Some of the fighting has 
been done near the ancient field of Troy, 
a district where malaria always has 
abounded. Mosquitoes capable of spread- 
ing malaria abound in Italy around the 
Adriatic, in the Balkan peninsula, and 
around the east end and southeastern 
shore of the Mediterranean. 

In spite of this we do not read of armies 


made useless by malaria. The United | hours 


States can claim some credit for teaching 
the nations how to protect their armies 

against malaria. .

BRITISH LABOR AND THE WAR. 
Chicago, Dec. 29.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—Your editorial “The Rich Pay 
Alsq”’ suggests that the British capitaiist 
class has suffered the great burdeh of the 
war, that it has proportionately given 
more men and more money than the labor 


‘class. You may be right as to the propor- 


tion.in men and livea, but not so in the pro- 
portion of the financial burdens. The 
New Statesman of Dec. 11 points out 
that the total amount yet contributed by 
the propertied classin additional taxation 
since the beginning of the war Joes not 
much exceed £30,000,000. This sum !s out- 
weighed by the increased profits accruing 
to capita) and by the increased cost of liv- 
ing, which certainly falls heaviest on the 
labor class and ag certainly forms part of 
their contribution to the war cost. 
It ie true that labor is better pa'd for the 
most part and that great numbers of 
women are employed, but the proportion- 
ate sacrifices of labor in money remain 
far greater thin those of capita). Your 
own news columns of the same dcy report 
Lioyd-George’s appeals to labor in Glas- 
gow and likewise the rather less than 
hearty unanimity of his reception. Glas- 
gow labor, British labor, listens cvolly 
to such appeals because it knows that 
when Licyd-George talks of conscription 
he and his associates mean cone:-ription 
of labor, not conacription of capital nor of 
capital's war profits, and; worse still that 
the promises made to labor before Lioyd- 
George's nrunitions act have not been 
kept eithdr by capital or by the govern* 
ment. 
There are some who are not surprised to 
see Lloyd-George lose his birthright; they 
remember his Marconi mess of pottage. 
British labor may be inarticulate. but it is 
not unintelligent nor unpetriotic Lioyd- 
George's words seek to lead his old friends 
against Germany, but his acts lead them 
nearer the class war, and in that greater 
struggie he is not now fighting on the side 
where he frst fought.

Some years later he wrote: “Nothing about rest! I do not know any rest 
except sleep, and I am very sorry that I must take more of it now.” (Frederick 
the Great as a youth tried to get along without sleep, as the idea to lose half of 
his life in unconsciousness seemed unbearable to him.) “I shall grasp the teeth 
of fate,” he says with a graphic and untranslatable expression (“Ich will dem 
| Schicksal in den Rachen greifen”); “destiny shall not vanquish me.” He has 
pictured this struggle in his C minor symphony. The first movement of this sym- 
phony he characterized by the words, “ This is how Fate raps at the door!” Then 
you go with him through all the stages of the fight: somber threatening, raging 
storm, courageous hope, deep despair, gloomy melancholy, and at last the ecstasy 
of victory.

Some time in the next. few months 
it is reasonably certain that a great 
army will be pushed west along the 
road Napoleon followed toward Egypt. 
There have been estimates of 500,000 
Turks, German led, which are prepos- 
terous. On the other hand, there is 
no reason why the Turks, somewhat 
relieved of the strain upon their num- 
bers incident to three campaigne—that 
against Russia in the Caucasus, against 
the Anglo-French forces at Gallipoli, 
against the British expedition in Meso- 
potamia—cannot collect 150,000, _per- 
haps 200,000, fairly good troops for 
an Egyption expedition. 

To munition such a force at the end

‘Where Napoleon Marched. 

Conceiving that this force can be 
concentrated at El Arish, on the Egyp- 
tian frontier, there then lies before it 
some hundred miles of march across 
a blazing desert, with almost no points 
of water.

On their arrival they 
found that the first thirty miles of the 
ditch had been covered by great inunda- 
tions: British engineers had coaxed. the

Under cover of their ar- 
tillery, and taking advantage of a fog, 
the Turks made a general attack and

Meanwhile the Turks were heavily 
bombarded by a number of British and 
French warships, which had been sta- 
tioned. at intervals along the canal. 
For their Part the Turks succeeded in 
disabling temporarily one of the ships, 
but their defeat was complete. The 
next day the British buried some 800 
bodies at one point, and the total loss 
of the expedition.was estimated at 
above 10,000. 

One more attack the Turks did make. 
This was little more than a demonstra- 
tion against the final stretch of the 
canal, between the Bitter lakes and the 
Gulf of Suez; but this was easily, 
beaten off. After a very brief delay 
the whole expedi 
and fled back a the desert. 

It is plain that the new attack, if 
it comes, will be directed either against 
Tesum-Serapeum front or else to the 
north, between the Balai and Timsah 
lakes, because a successful attack at

Here 
the canal passes through the Gighr cut- 
ting, which . recalls Culebra, and was 
the one considerable obstacle that the 
engineers who built the ditch had to 
deal with. Here there is a ridge some 
fifty-two feet above the sea level.

South again there is qnother gap, 
some five miles wide, between Timgah 
Jake and the Bitter lakes which to- 
gether fonm a considerable body of wa-| 
ter more than ten miles long. It was 
at this gap that the Turks aimed their 
main attack last year. Just to the 
north, near the town of Ismalia, the 
railroad, coming east from Cairo, forks, 
sending one brarich north along the 
west bank of the canal to Port Said 
on the Mediterranean, and another 
gouth on the west bank to Suez.

“The war has now lasted longer than 
most of us expected. Pessimists declare 
that a feeling of weariness has comeover 
us and predict that this feeling of weari- 
ness will be followed by a feeling of col- 
lapse if month after month should elapse, 
imposing the highest sacrifices upon mil- 
lions at the front and millions at home 
without bringing the war to an end. Our 
military leaders have understood how to 
fight and win, but our statesmen have not 
understood how to make use of these vic- 
tories.’’

The Union stockyards of Chicago, the 
world’s greatest live stock market, fin- 
ished half a century of business on Fri- 
day when the last of 14,006,800 head of all 
kinds of live stock, worth approximately 
$380,000,000, received during. the last 
twelve months, were slaughtered or put 
away in pens. . It took 233,500 freight cars 
to haul this stock to the Chicago market 
‘from points all over the middle west. 

Since the establishment of the stock- 
yards in 1865, 641,082,929 head of stock, 
worth on the hoof $10,462,342,137, were re- 
ceived and turned into meat and products 
worth double that amount. 

Some Records Smashed. | 

In December 1,169,500 head of hogs 
were received, breaking a record of thir- 
ty-five years’ standing for the receipts of 
hogs in any one month. In November, 

For the last twelve months the receipts 
were: Cattle, 2,263,100; calves, 422,200; 
hogs, 17,647,000; sheep, 3,609,200; and 
horses, 165,300. For fifty years they 


hogs, 308,316,980; sheep, 120,110,635; and 
horses, 3,136,263. 


From Small Beginning. 

From a small beginning in. 1865 the 
stockyards have grown until they cover 
500 acres of ground, using 300 miles of 
railroad tracks, and thousands of em- 
ployés walk to their work over the twen- 
ty-five miles of streets in the place. The 
Union Stockyards and Transit company 
of Chicago has capacity for handling 
daily 75,000 cattle, 300,000 hogs, 125,000 
sheep, and 6,000 horses.

stockyards. ~ The first was the old “ Bull's 
Head,” opened in 1848 at West Madison 
street and Ogden avenue.

That Columbia, Cornell, Dartmouth, and

no mystery. Their history proves that. 
It is full of many athletic divorces, the 
‘co-respondent.of which often was eligi- 
bility. : 

Other proof ‘te to be had in the unusual 
football situation at Columbia, a game 
that was born at the New York inestitu- 
tion in 1899, was dropped in 1905, and.re- 
sumed under restrictions in 10915; the 
newspaper statements of the past fall di- 
rectly accusing Dartmouth of proselyting, 
and the action of certain Pennsy!vanis 
coaches in barring men from the Quaker 
football squad who had been proselyted. 

That a new spirit is in control at these 

| institutions must be admitted when the 

evidence is complete. That a different 
-spirit did exist is shown by a resume of 
the former conditions. : 


Yale System at Penn. 

In a former article dealing with the situ- 
ation at Harvard, Princeton, and Yale it 
was stated that the policy of one or all of 

these institutions had great influence 
with other colleges in their dealings with 
eligibility matters. 

In discussing the past history of the 
four universities deajt with in this article 

, Proof is given for this aseertion. The 
good and the bad of Pennsylvania's early 
successful athletic history was only the 
result of the establishment of the Yale 
|system by George Woodruff, former Yale 
| guard, who paired with the mighty Hef- 
felfinger. The safne is true of Columbia's 
: unfortunate football situation, which 
| owes its -birth and: development to the 
| Yale system established there by Foster 
Sanford 


Elis the Quakers, 
Pennsylvania was the first of thig group 
to have athletic problems. After the 
| Yale game of 1893 a place on Yale's sched- 
jule was denied the Quakers, rumors of 
| rough play being the cause. The defeat 


of Princeton in 1894 brought about the | 


same result and the feeling aroused un- 
| fortunately has not yet been entirely 
_wiped off the slate. Similar charges and 
‘rumors were in the air. 
| Although I was too young at that time 
to know the facts, these stories have 
; never seemed to bear scrutiny with me 
' for the good reason that the most valuable 
training thet Woodruff gave me was in 
| clean sportsmanship. He was one who 
, impressed upon his pupils daily the idea 
that they should let the other team do 
' the slugging while they did the scoring. 
| Woodruff did not believe the two mixed. 


Change of College Frequent. 
Of course there were professional 
es, pro and con, with a good deal of 
n back of them, for at that time 
| football from an ethical standpoint was 
in a bad way. Proselyting was in high 
favor almost everywhere. Colleges even 
caused men to jump from one fo another. 
Holt left the Harvard team to play at 
Princeton. Osgood came to Penneyl- 
vania after representing Corneil. 
Whether there was anything wrong back | 
of this never may be known. 

Harvard continued to make the meeting 
with Pennsylvania its big game. It was 
having its troubles with Yale and Prince- 
ton over eligibility and rough play and 
also over defeat. But in 1000 Pennsylva- 
nia’s troubles began. 


Crimson Quarrels with Penn. 

McCracken, the Pennsylvania full back, 
was the target. Although not officially 
protested, Chairman Hollis of the Har- 
vard athletic committee publicly stated 
that he would not be playing if at Har- 
vard. MoCracken piayed his fifth year, 
but Penn chose to call it his fourth. as- 
suming the few minutes he had played 
in a minor game his first year could not 
be called a year. 

In 1003 the Quakers player Zeigler and 
Smith against Harvard under protest.

and berred him. Relations then were at 
the breaking point. 

The Harvard-Pennsylvania break came 
after the 1905 game. There was never 
any public reason given for this step by 
Harvard. I am indebted toa Yale gradu- 
ate higf in its present athletic. councils 
for the reason. Pennsylvania then was 
reforming, and if the facts given are cor- 
rect Harvard made « mistake. 

The trouble was over the playing of 
Lampson, the Quaker tackle, who pre- 
viously was at Lafayette. I had much 
to’ do with Lampson’s coming to Penn. 
Lampson won a competitive scholarship 
in the medical school. He worked during 
the summer and thus paid his expenses.

These 
six, which show as one in a mist, are set 
in the great nebula of Orion, which gur- 
rounds the multiple star and extends to 
vast distances on all sides of it.

More than 200 stars are found by the 
telescope ecattered over the Orion neb- 
ula, not therefore connected with it, but
